Paris, April 6.—A French cabinet 
crisis cannot be avoided more than a 
week longer, political. observers pre 
dicted tonight, because of the cou.flict 
raging within the Herriot éGabinet 
over methods for a_ general over- 
hauling of French finances. 

Semi-official information was that 
the new minister of finance. M. De 
Monzie, with the approval of the zov- 
ernment, intends to ask the chawber 
of deputies to authorize the issue ef 
four billion francs more paper m«uey. 
Besides the hmatter of increasing cir- 
culations, the ministers are asserted to 
be divided as to whether the goverr.- 
ment should decide on a straight cap- 
ital levy or a forced loan. 

Prophets Pick Candidates. 

While cabinet today tried to settle 
the clash between M. De Monzie and 
Premier Herriot on the formula by 
which it is proposed to ask the 
French people to hand over ten per) 
cent of their fortunes to the state, 
prophets were busy picking aut future 
ministers to succeed the present yov- 
ernment. 

De Monzie’s courageous attitude in 
locking horns with Premier Herriot 
nt the outset of his career as finance 
minister has made him 4 conspicuous 
candidate for the premicrship in these 
foreczsts. Senator Henry De Jouve- 
nel aod Senator De Kergiuezce are 
mentioned as being sure of portfolios 
in the new combination. , 

In the chamber lobbies, however, 
there are insistent reports that the 
Herriot government will force a disso- 
lution of the chamber while it still is 
in power, and that the aspirants for 
ministerial honors, therefore, will 
have to wait for the results of a new 
election.

Memphis Man, Undis- 
couraged by Decision of 
| Federal Judge, Plans To 
- File Appeal. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 6.—The Pig- 
gly Wiggly corporation is entitled vo 
recover $1,664,202.66 from Clarence 
Saunders, first president of the Piggly 
Wiggly organization, mecluding a lien 
of $508,194.97 on Saunders’ uncom- 
pleted home, known as the “Pink pal- 
ace,” under a decision of Judge Smith 
Hickenloper, of Cincinnati, filed in 
federal district court here today. The 
finding will be appealed, according to 
counsel for Saunders. 

The decision of Judge Hickenloper 
upheld the ruling whieh Judge C. L. 
Marsilliot, standing master in chan- 
cery, had certified to the local district 
court, excepting that it cut his figures 
down from $2,520,000. Judge Hicken- 
loper took the case after Judge J. W. 
Ross has recused himself from the 
bench. 

The Piggly Wiggly-Saunders litiga- 
tion began on August 17, 1923, when 
| Saunders filed a bill requesting a re- 
ceiver for the corporation shortly be- 
fore he resigned as president. He ask- 
ed a judgment for more than $5U6,- 
000, ana the corporation countered 
with a croys biii, which sought re- 
covery of more than $2,000,000, on the 
allegation. that Saunders had used the 
corporation's money for personal pur- 


poses, 

The case was long drawn out, be- 
ginning in September, 1923, and be 
ing concluded in January, 1924, by 
agreement of counsel. After consid- 
‘eration of the voluminous record in 
ithe case, Judge Marsilliot, in August, 
filed his report with the 
distriet federal judge. In this report. 
he found that Saunders owed the cor- 
poration $2,529,000, and he gave a 
lien also for $308,194.97 on Saunders 
unconipleted home. 

The law suit hinged mainly about 
Saunders’ right to use company funds 
in stock manipulations. The corpora- 
tion on April 21, 1922, had _ voted 
Saunders, then president, the right to 
buy and sell stocks. However, Judge

Saratoga Is Largest Ves- 
sel Ever Launched in 
America, and Fastest of 
Type in World.

Washington, April 6.—A new era 
in"American aviation will open when 
the giant airplane carrier, Saratoga, 
slides down the ways at Camden, N. 
J.. Tuesday. The Saratoga is the 
largest vessel ever launched in this 
country, and the fastest ship of its 
in the world. 

The Saratoga will join the Langley, 
the only other airplane carrier this 
country now has. Beside the new 
Saratoga. the Langley will look like 
a pigmy. as the former stretches 800 
the water and the latter 
only 542. Lined up with the Majestic 
and the Leviathan, the two largest 
passenger ships afloat, the Saratoga 
would fall only a few feet behind. 

Lexington Being Constructed. 

Its sister ship, the Lexington, is 
now under construction. These two 
will form the nucleus of this country’s 
“floating bases” for airplanes. At 
least hree others are expected to be 
authorized by congress later. 

Mrs. Curtis D. Wilbur, wife of the 
sceretary of the navy, will christen the 
yessel in the presence of her husband 
and other high naval officials. 

!xcept for its great length and its 
deck structure, the Saratoga would 
compare with the old Monitor, which

Dropped From $25 to $5 
After Heated Debate in

Modification of the traffic boule- 
vard ordinance. which would lower 


the minimum fine from $25 to $5, was 


voted by city council Monday after a | 


heated debate. and will be effective 
as soon as approved by the masor. 

Under the amendment, which was 
introduced by Councilman John A. 
White, the charge against any driver 
violating the ordinance will be changed 
from reckless driving to violation o 
a traffic ordinance, except in case of 
accident, when it shall remain reckless 
driving. Under the original ordi- 
nance, a fine of from $25 to $100 was 
provided, while under provisions of the 
amendment, the fine will be between 
$5> and $100, aecording to the dis- 
eretion of the judge. 

Mr. White is urging adoption of the 
paper, took the stand that a minimum 
fine of $25 is excessive for violation 
of the ordinance, and explained that 
the amendment will permit the judge 
to assess a fine up to $100, according 
to the seriousness of the offense. Coun- 
cilman Harry York, chairman of the 
traffic committee, which returned a 
favorable report, took the same view. 

Opposition was led by Councilman 
td H. Inman and Alderman J. Allen 
Couch, who contended that in view of 
the large number of accidents and the 
effect of the traffic boulevard ordi- 
nance in reducing them, $5 is not a 
sufficient punishment, and will tend 
to make motorists disregard the law.

While none of the three members 
would give any intimation as to what 
the recommendation probably would 
be, it is understood that there is prac- 
tical certainty that they will vote in 
favor of commutation. Under laws of 
the state, final decision in such cases 
is not in the hands of the commission, 
which merely makes its recommenda- 
tion to the governor and then the re- 
sponsibility rests with him. 

Commissioners stated Monday after- 
noon that the record s unusually volu- 
minous and that they desired to make 
a thorough study of the ease before 
reaching a decision.

TRAFFIG BUREAU 


Opposition To Reestab- 
lishment Declares That 
Conflict in Authority 
Would Be Result. 


Attempts to reestablish the accident 
prevention bureau of police depart- 
ment, which recently was abolished, 
suffered defeat in city council Monday 
afternoon when the ordinance was 
voted down 22 to 4. 

The ordinance, sponsored by Aldcr- 
man Jesse W. Armistead, provided [or 
a bureau practically identical with the 
one formerly. in effect, with the excep- 
tion that it would be headed by a lieu- 
tenant who would be under direct su- 
pervision of the chief and captain on 
duty at the time, instead of under a 
captain, as formerly. 

Couch Leads Opposition. 

Alderman J. Allen Couch opposed 
the ordinance on the grounds that 
“there are too many bureaus alreads, 
and the greater the number of bu- 
reaus, the greater the conflict of au- 
thority and consequent dissension, and 
the less efficiency.” The police com- 
mittee now has power to assign men 
to traffic duty, he said, and added tiat 
there is no need for reestablishing the 
unit. y 
Alderman Armistead, in speaking for 
the measure, claimed that there was 
> big decrease in the number of acci- 
derts while the traffic bureau was 
fun«tioning. He stated that with a 
Lieutenant in charge. there would be 
no eonflict in authority, and that ev- 
erything weuld run smoothly. 

Me explained that another feature 
of the proposed bureau would require 


11 record of all cases made for violation 


of traffic laws, and also all convie- 
‘j.ns, in order that second and third 
otfenders might be fined on a gradu- 
ating scale. . 

Councilman Ed H. Inman, chairman 
af the police committee, who spoke in 
cppoesition to recreation of the bureau, 
quoted figures showing afl increase in 
accidents when the bureau first was 
estublixshed, and a decrease since its 
ahelition. During the first three 
months of this vear, he said, there were 
175 fewer accidents than during a cor- 
responding period of 1924, with 80 
‘o.s injured in accidents during the 
same time. 

In defeating the ordinance, couneil 
overrode a nnanimously favorable re- 
pert of the ordinance committee.

Washington, April 6.—The tower- 
ing structure of American industry ‘is 
complete vindication of the protective 
tariff policy, President Coolidge told 
the Nationa! Association 
Manufacturers here Monday night. 

bis is the first extended defense of 
the historic protective policy of the 
republican party that Mr. Coolidge has 
made since he became president. His 
address gains considerable siznificanee 
from the fact that many indications 
point to the tariff as one of the dom- 
inant political issues in the congres- 
sional elections next year and perhaps 
in the next presidential election. 

Almost Uniform Policy. 

“From our national! beginnings,” the 
president said, “it has been an almost 
uniform policy to conserve to the 
American producer the right of first 
opportunity in the home market. The 
towering stature of. our industrial 
structure, as we see it today, ‘is the 
best, indeed, the complete vindication 
of this policy. 

“There has been at some times anil 
in some quarters a disposition to criti- 
cize the American policy of conserving 
first opportunity in our home market 
for our own producers. We can hardly 
expect that such a program would be 
popular with those whe find them- 
selves placed at a disadvantage in the. 
sreatest market of the world, which 
is the American market. But those 
who would charge us with selfishness 


in thus giving first thought to home 
interests would do wel] to consi dae 


whether their own policies in this re- 
Ae 


gaurd are more liberal than ours.”

York, chairman of the division of 
dye chemistry. Mr. Shreve declared 


that America has been freed from 
foreign domination of fadeless dyes 
through the diseoveries of chemists 
employed in the color trade laboratory 
of the department of agriculture. Sav- 
IngS aggregating millions of dollars 
to American cotton manufacturers 
bave resulted from the development 
of cheaper intermediates for due man- 
ufacture, because of the work of these 
chemists, the repert asserted. 

To date, no single symptom of lead 
Lcisoning has developed, he said. The 
actual hazards are not such as to

Suggestions for Attention 
Of the General Assembly 
By Veteran Legislator 


Editor Constitution: I read with 
reen interest a recent editorial in The 
Constitution entitled “An Important 
Problem.” 

It is almost inconceivable that the 
next legislature shall be so blind to 
Georgia's interests as to fail to make 
provision for a> timber development 
that within twenty years is calculated 
to be worth t- our people no less than 
two billions of dollars. 

Yet. if the session this vear is to re- 
peat the performance of the past tw 
legislatures, that is exactly what wil 
be done. At the close of last vear’s 
session you published an editorial 
which called attention to the sins of 
omission of the law-makers. Without 
personal criticism of any member of 
the legislature. your editorial was a 
pointed arraignment of the perform- 
ance of the session as a whole. It 
could hardly be otherwise and tell the 
truth. 

Is it not time for those who will 
be responsible for the ‘organization 
and setting to work of.the law-mak- 
ing hodies this summer to give the 
matter some serious thought? 

With the constructive legislation 
left undone from last year and several 
years before still erying for attention, 
will the solos this summer fritter 
away three-fourths of their time in 
political investigations that end no- 
where to the neglect of work needed 
to keep Georgia in-line with progres- 
sive sister scuthern states? 

Let them remember that there are 
only sixty days this vear to do all the 
work that former legislators have had 
n hundred days spread over two years 
for doing. 

Should there not be a revision of 
the rules so as to prevent duplication 
of committee membership and. to have 
the legislative work put into the 
hands of committees small enough to 
le held responsible? Would it not 
ulso expedite legislation to have 
measures of general importance sub- 
mitted to a legal revision committec 
and to limit the introduction of ygen- 
erat bills to the first fifteen or twenty 
days of the session, requiring the con- 
sent of sav two-thirds of the house 
for their introduction after that? It 
keems to me that something ought to 
be done to speed up the legislative 
machine this summer.

{Is Germany to work on equal terms 
with Britain and France for securit,;? 
Britain's approral of the German pro- 
posal for a treaty to be signed by Ger- 
many, Britain and France is a date- 
making event in modern history. The 
effer itself marks the revival of Ger- 
many’s initiative in foreign affairs. 
Direct cables from Germany are the 
basis for the following authoritative 
account of these momentous develop- 
ments.) 


Ever since the war the allied pow- 
ers have felt that Germany has been 
either merely protesting against im- 

posed conditions, 
or remaining 
‘aloof while 
angrily cherish- 
ing grievances 
u nredressed. 
Now Germany 
comes férward 
with a_ positive 
plan not at all 
unhopeful as a 
guarantee of 
peace, 

Germany’s signature to the treaty 
of Versailles has been regarded by 
most Germans as a forced signature 
and therefore not fully valid, a signa- 
ture whose validity hardly extended 
beyond the force applied to obtain it. 
Now Germany proposes a voluntary 
signature—a very different thing. 

Germany would accept the western 
frontier, including the loss of Alsace- 
Lorraine, and offers to settle any fu- 
ture differences with France and 
England by arbitration instead of by 
war. This is compulsory arbitration 
in the most vital and important part 
of international relations. As for the 
other frontiers, Gerntany declares that 
it will not go to war to change them. 
It still hopes that they may be 
changed but will not force its desire 
upon its neighbors’ either through 
war-like measures or by insisting upon 
compulsory arbitration. It states 
merely that it hopes to open up these 
questions some day by way of diplo- 
macy through negotiations and con- 
ciliation methods or by way of the 
league of nations.

From the moment he set foot in the 
house of parliament he was faced by 
the bitterest of enemies. When be in- 
troduced his first budget and the de- 
bate waxed and waned with the most 
acrimoniois passages between himself 
ond the teries for 163 days, he often 
spoke as many as twenty times dur- 
ing a session. Seldom was he away 
from the house, and even on those oc- 
casions he always left a sentinel in 
charge, either Herbert Samuel, 
Mr. Haldane or Mr. Churchill. The 
lieutenancy of Mr. Churchill in those 
avs when Mr. George introduced his 
budget, which was called anarchistic 
and socialistic by the Tories, looks 
Uke a curicys freak of political his- 
tcry. During®the past election Mr. 
Churchill was the most militant of 
the Tories. the most aggressive an- 
t-gonist of Ramsay MacDonald's so- 
cialist party and no longer a member 
of the liberal flock.

FIRST HOT THEN COLD. 
A physiologist’s observation a few 


years ago that, contrary to the general | 


theory of the medical profession and 
the belief of the laity, chilling of the 
skin surface is attended with a b’anch- 
ing of the mucous \membrane in the 


throat and nose and probably in the 
bronchial tubes as well, and also a 
slight lowering of the temperature of 
the blanched or paler tissues, amounts 
to a stumbling block in the path of the 
‘nation-wide intensive study to deter- 
mine the nature and cause of colds.” 
This nation-wide “study” is in effect 
now. The United States public health 
service gathers’ statistics and data, 
such as the gossip of college students 
about their “eolds,” and issues tables 
and reports thereon, and the American 
Medical association Journal propagates 
the idea among its 85,000 or 90,000 


medical readers, and one of the medi- | 


cal journal’s editors then rehashes the 
stuff in the form of syndicated news- 
paper stories which are available to 
newspapers anywhere if they care to 
print them. ‘The “study” has its hu- 
morous aspects. One of them is the 
funny capers performed by the pub- 
licity agents in their scramble to read- 
just their line of argument to conform 
with the physioiogist’s observation 
about the effect of chilling. 

You see, the ancients—and the old 
women of various genders today— 
have based their best arguments on 
the older theory. namely, that when 
the surface of the body is chilled in 
any way, thereisa resultant “driving 
of the blood inwardly” and so a con- 
vestion in the mucous membrane lining 
nose, throat. bronchial tubes or else- 
where. And by some not very clear 
process this congestion presently be- 
comes an alleged “cold” in the chosen 
spot. It seems ridiculous enough to 
trace the thing from source to effect; 
it must seem particularly funny to any 
individual who occasionally indulges in 
a cold shower bath, or a swim, or an 
air bath in the winter time. 

Then. too. there is still a third line 

which the old women of the propa- 
ganda can fall back on in time of fam- 
ine, This line is an argument to 
the effect that “during high winds cr 
chilly damp weather. as a result of 
wetting of the garments. and from in- 
sufficient cover at. night.” (I auote 
from Pyle’s Personal Hygiene. a book 
that should be in every museum), the 
smooth muscle fibers of the skin fail 
tc’ contract as they should, and there- 
fere the blood is not driven from the 
surface. and hence there is an exces- 
sive cooling of a large amount of blood 
—and there you are. you can go the 
rest of the wav alone to figure out how 
that gives you a “cold in the head.’ 
(The edition of Pyle T quote from 
was nublished in 1915.) 
Well. this affords three avenues of 
escape for the national-wide propagan- 
dists who are etriving to revive the 
moribund catching cold delusion.

ress. Thomas Carlyle, in his “Sartor 
Resartus,” a book altogether too little 
known and read in these days, pro- 
jected a profound philosophy of human 
relationships from a study of the 
clothing of mankind. So I am sure 
it will be pardonable if I set forth in 
this presence some observations about 
ihe place held in our industrial and 
economic structure by the industry 
which furnishes the modern materials 
wherewith the most of mankind are 
othed, 
History of Weaving. 

“4 new Carlyle who should be seek- 
tna facts concerning the history of 
ciothes would learn that among the 
treasures of the ancient and medieval 
Inejies were the beautiful and delicate 
fabrics handwrought from the fibers 
of cotton, For many generations these 
were the most prized products of the 
weaver’s craft. The desire for them, 
more as articles of luxury and adorn- 
ment than for everyday use, was one 
of the incentives which led bold navi- 
gators into those high adventures that 
added new continents to the world. 

“Today, thanks to that instinct for 


industrial short cuts which has made. 


part of the western world a wilderness 
of machinery, most of the finer tex- 
tiles are produced in the western coun- 
tries, while India imports most of fts 
enurmous requirements of cotton fab- 
rics. That one detail may be taken 
as epitomizing the story of several gen- 
erations of economic revolution on a 
world seale. The path of -progress 
has followed the development of the 
cotton industry. 
Revolutions in Progress. 


“Within the eyele of this world- 
wide revolution, smaller and more in- 
tense revolutions have been constantly 
in progress. ‘There are sound and ac- 
vepted historians who date the begin- 
ning of the modern phase of the indus- 
trial epoch from the invention Of pow- 
er-driven machinery for textile making. 

“How rapid have been some of these 
elanges within your industry is sug- 
vested by an experience of my own a 
few evenings age. In the course of 
some researches preliminary to these 
remarks | found myself needing some- 
what more accurate definition of a cer- 
tuin trade term, no doubt thoroughly 
familiar to all of you, than I was 
ave to command. The word was 
‘ravon.’ But when I pulled down the 
alleged ‘unabridged’ dictionary on my 
desk, I searched in vain for it, [| 
finally found it in a technieal hand- 
book, from which I confirmed my ear- 
lier impression that it meant some- 
thing that you gentlemen would fully 
understand. It means, in short, arti- 
ticial silk, in the making ef which 
cotton Is extensively used. The story 
of rayon strikingly~ illustrates the 
rapid changes which constantly affect 
the textile industries. Production of 
artificial silk on a commercial scale 
was not attempted until after the be- 
sinning of the present century. It was 
no* established in this country until 
1910. Yet, in the last 15 vears, tne 
imlustry has grown so rapidly that 
now the world production is around a 
hundred million pounds annually, of 
which more than one-third is made in 
the United Statés alone. 

More Than Any Other Country. 

“Our production is just about twice 
that of any other country. Yet even 
at this, there are still some imports. 
At the same time, the United states 
is the largest manufacturer of silk 
and the largest consumer of raw 
silk, he enormous consuming c¢a- 
pacity of the American market is in- 
dicated by the fact that our imports 
of raw silk increased from 33,000,000 
pounds to over 49,000,000 pounds 
from 1918 to 1923. That is, in the 
very years in which the artificial 
silk industry was accomplishing its 
huge expansion, the real silk industry 
was still able to grow at an astonish- 
ing rate. 

“And yet, despite the rise of arti- 
ficial silk, and notwithstanding this 
increase in real silk, we find that this 
country produced in 1923 more cotton 
fabries than in any earlier year, and 

per cent more than in the year 
If the textile industry is as 
good a business barometer as is gen- 
erally believed, this record indicates 
that the American community has a 
consuming capacity, the ability to 
buy and to enjoy the things it wants, 
far heyond any other people in the 
world. ‘The American home market 
is the most wonderful commercial de- 


|velonpment in all human experience. 
| 


“The American genius. for mass 
production, coupled with our great 
and varied natural resources and con- 
sidered in relation to the unparalleled 
requirements of our home market, 
constitutes the assurance of a con- 
tinuing industrial advancement ‘the 
end of which we can neither esti- 
mate nor forsee. 

Unparalleled Progress. 

“Refore the world war, it was im- 
possible to get such a vision of these 
possibilities as we now possess. No- 
where are there such opportunities 
for productio. on a huge scale, with 
its attendant economies, as here. 
Whether his business be to make au- 
tomobiles by the hundreds or fabrics 
by the million of vards, each day 
the manufacturer who has first claim 
upon this foremost .market place of 
the world is bound to start witn a 
vast advantage over all competitors. 
In consideration of that advantage 
he is under obligation to give his cus 
tomers the benefit of his Jower costs 
of production, of the savings which 
he can achieve by reason of produc- 
ing on a seale unparalleled 
where else. From our national be- 
ginnings if has been dan almost uni- 
form policy to conserve to the Ameri- 
can producer the right of first op- 
portunity in the home market. 

“The towering stature of our in- 
dustrial structure as we see it today 
is. the best, is indeed the comp!ete 
vindication of this policy. The fact 
that our buying and consuming ¢a- 
pacity is so great proves that, despite 
some inequities, we have on the whole 
maintained fairer distribution of the 
proceeds of industry than has been 


possible in less favored communities. 
We are reaching a very fair ap- 
proximation of democracy in industry. 
Maintained in Notable Degree. 
“The pride of quality and crafts- 
manship has always been maintained 
to a noteble:- degree throughout most 
of the textile industry. It necessar- 


ily denotes the payment of as liberal 
wages as the business can justify, and 
thereby the establishment of a great 
community of skilled and intelligent 
werkers. Such a community is al- 
ways the greatest single resource of 
an industrial society. Industria! pros- 
cerity depends almost entirely on men 
and women of skill. 

“Both as a public policy looking to 
broad social resuits, and as a busi- 
ness program with the view to indus- 
trial stability and the creation of 
high repate for pruducts, the wisdom 
of this attitude is certain of vindica- 
tion in its results. Establishment of 
the best working conditions, a proper 
limitation of hours of labor, the pro- 
hibition of improper demands upon 
the strength and the health of women 
and children—all these are parts of 
a truly intelligent business and social 
program which has never failed of 
final justification. 

“There has been at some times and 
in some quarters a_ disposition to 
criticise the American policy of con- 
serving first opportunity in our home 
market for our own producers. We 
can hardly expect that such a pro- 
gram would be popular with those 
who find themselves placed at a 
disadvantage in the greatest market of 
the world, which is the American mar- 
ket. But those who would charge us 
with selfishness in thus giving first 
thought to home interests would do 
well to consider whether their own 
policies in this regard are more lib- 
eral than ours. We have establishe ) 
here the practice of absolute free 
trade throughout a gtfeat continental 
area of 48 states besides other pos- 
sessions. It is the most widely ex- 
tended application of that policy that 
will be found anywhere. Within this 
domain we have an extent and variety 
of natural resources far beyond those 
of any other country. Yet from our 
national beginnings we have sought 
no advantage by reason of this 
primacy in natural resources. Who- 
ever wanted them was free to come 
here and buy our raw materials at 
exactly the same prices as our own 
people. Such staples as copper, cot- 
ton. and petroleum might have been 
made the basis on which’ to build 
great national monopolies. Yet they 
have been as freely available. to the 
industries of other countries as to our 
own. Under our constitution our ex- 
port trade is free of duty. 

Pursued Liberal Policy. 


“At times, when I have heard criti- 
cism of our industrial policies, I have 
been tempted to wonder how mfny 
other peoples, endowed with the same 
natural wealth, the same possibilities 
of maintaining something like monop- 
oly, would have been as generous with 
the rest of mankind as the Americans 
have been. Not a few among us have 
even been inclined to fear lest our 
liberality in this regard might at 
length leave us at a disadvantage in 
comparison with countries more will- 
ing to exploit their opportunities for 
monopoly, or less liberal with their 
natural resources. Our production 
and manufacture of cotton afford a 
ready illustration. Normally, this 
country produces about two-thirds of 
the cotton crop of the world, and of 
our production, we export commonly 
from 55 to 60 per cent. Our market 
is absolutely free to the buyers of the 
world. ‘They may come here for our 
raw cotton, take it home, tern it into 
fabrics. and, if they are clever enough, 
which ther often are, sell it back to 
us, Not only do they have this priv- 
ilege but to an impressive extent they 
have availed of it. We import nearly 
half as many yards of cotton cloth 
annually as we export. 

“Moreover, our imports, particularly 
of fine gdods, have increased rapidly 
In recent years. From 1909 to 1914, 
imports averaged only 54,000,000 yards 
annually, while in 1923 they reached 
219,000,000 yards. If ealled upon to 
defend our American industrial policy 
against critics, either domestie or for | 
eign, we may well contrast this abso- 
lute freedom in our distribution of raw ! 
materials with discriminatory iene 
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practiced by some other counizies. If 
anybody desires information about ex- 
port taxes, export bounties, valoriza- 
tion projects, discriminatory taxation, | 
and the like, and how these increase | 
the cost of articles which we have to | 
import, he may well study the policies | 
which various countries apply to such | 
staples as coffee, nitrates, potash, rub- ! 
her, tin, pulp wood, cocoa. sisal. aie | 
nine, and more than a few others. | 
Each country has that right. We do | 
not dispute it. But while our poliey | 
of tariff protection is in line waEN | 
the well-nigh universal rule of the} 
world. our policy of absolute freedom | 
in the export of raw materials or pri- | 
mary products is one of notable and | 
exceptional liberality 

Justifies Tariff Policy. : 


“T do not refer to these matters with | 
anv intent of criticizing the ccun- | 
tries whose methods differ from our | 
own. We freely concede their rignt te | 
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No matter what your foot trouble is you 
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a sure way to quick and permanent relief. 
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with a view to what they believe their 
own best interests. But it is only 
fair that we should keep in mind all 
the justifications for policies of our 
own which have sometimes been un- 
fairly criticized. 

“This is the broad outlook, the wide 
foundation, on which appears to rest 
an expanding and prosperous industry. 
Tt will of course meet with local and 
temporary conditions which, for the 
time being, may make-it better or 
worse, 

“The experience of the textile in- 
dustry has repeatedly illustrated the 
fact that apparently whimsical changes 
of fashion or taste are liable to 
produce the most complicating effects 
upon industries. Probably you have 
all heard the story of the textile man- 
ufacturer who, observing at a conti- 
nental race track that the most fash- 
ionable women wore the shortest 
skirts, promptly cabled home to his 
manager to prepare for a shrinkage In 
demand for their products. <A thor- 
oughly matter-of-fact young man, whoa 
is an expert in one of the government 
departments dealing with textiles, tells 
me that 20 years ago it took nearly 
10 yards of gingham to make a woman 
a dress, whereas she now manages to 
be thoroughly in fashion on 3 1-2 
vards. From the same authority I 
learn that in 1914 approximately. 
vards of these fabrics were required 
per capita in this country, while five 
vears later, in 1919, onty 54 yards 
were demanded. He attributed this 
impressixe reduction chiefly to the 
changed styles in womens garments. 
From what I have already said I 
judge that this eondition is due in 
part to the fact that less cotton and 
more silk began to adorn womankind. 

Uncertain Cotton Supply. 

“ly these uncertainties of market 
there have been added uncertainties of 
raw cotton supply. ‘This has been one 
result of the boll weevil. It 1s now 
more than 30 years since the weevil 
erosaed ‘our borders from Mexico. 
Within that period the pest has rang- 
ed over nearly our entire cotton-pro- 
ducing area. Its ravages have been 
responsible for a great reduction in 
the yield of cotton per acre, and a gen- 
eral] rise in the price. Many proposals 
have been put forward for exterminat- 
ing the weevil, among which it seems 
probable that the most effective would 
he to starve it out of existence by ab- 
solutely discontinuing the growth of 
cotton, vear by year, in successive 
zones. But there are great practical 
difficulties. The program would re- 
quire the cooperation of the states 
throughout the cotton belt, and of the 
cotton raisers in them. 

“A suggestion was made to a con- 
vention of the cotton-growing interests 
three or four years ago that the foun- 
dation for su@h cooperation might be 
laid if the cotton states would enter 
into a treaty emong themselves pledg- 
ing cooperation in executing it. ‘There 
are several examples of such interstate 


states acting separately. I believe the 
suggestion has much of practical value 
and that, if the cotton states would 
act upon it, they would find the na- 
tim.al government prepared. to give all 
possible assistance and encouragement 
to the program. 
Biggest Export Item. 

“Ihe importance of our cotton-grow- 
ing industry will not easily be over- 
estimated. While the value of the cot- 
ton crop is now placed below that of 
hay and of corn among the agricultural 
staples, it is by far the greatest single 
item in our export trade. Last year 
we sold abroad more than $950,000,000 
worth of raw cotton. The assurance 
of a favorable trade balance lies in 
our exports of cotton. 

“On the manufacturing side, the cot- 
ton industry is rated sixth among our 
manufacturers. It employs about half 
a million wageearners, and turns out 
products valued around $2,000,000,000 
annually, Of the 159,000,000 cotton 
spindles in the world, 56,900,000 are 
in Great Britain. while the United 
States. with 38.000.000. occupies sec- 
ond place. Owing, however, to the 
difference hetween the British and 
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‘sume about twice as much raw cotton 


‘as do those of Great Britain. 


. “Although there nas been soriething 
of depression in certain branclies of 
the industry, a broad view suggests no 


ious oceasion of concern about its 
outlook. Our imports of cotton fabrics 
have increased largely in recent years, 
but our exports have also grown ex- 
tensively. In 1924 we sold abroad 
nearly 500,000, yards of these 
goods, or nearly 20 per cent more than 
in the pre-war years. Considering the 
widespread demoralization in world 
markets since the war, such a show- 
Ing can not reasonably be regarded as 
discouraging. Probably there is no in- 
dustry in which conditions affecting in- 
ternational trade and finance are more 
constantly and definitely reflected than 
in this one. There was a measure of 
overproduction in cotton goods in 1923, 
‘from which the industry has not en- 
tirely recovered yet. ‘The excessive 
output of that year left a considerable 
surplus to be consumed thereafter. But 
with the gradual improvement of con- 
ditions throughout the world, as the 
war recedes further from us, we are 
entitled to view with increasing assur- 
ance the outlook for business in all 
directions, including, of course, the 
great textile industry. | 

Sympathy and Cooperation. 

“it i8 scarcely necessary to stale 
the attitude which I desire to see the 
national government assume towurd 
all business in general and the textile 
industry in particular. It is that of 
Sympathy and cooperation for every 
lawful effort Lo promote our commer- 
cial prosperity and our economic well- 
being. Modern industry with its great 
combinations and great aggregations of 
both capital and employees, has neces- 
sarily brought many new problems 
for solution in our effort to work out a 
righteous: human relationship. These 
new conditions made necessary new 
rules of conduct. Many of these hate 
already become well established and 
are believed to have been productive 
of good. But there still exists a con- 
siderable area, sometimes designated 
as a twilight zone, in which the prop- 
er standard of action is as yet unde: 
termined. 

“The government necessarily looks 
to the management of industry as 
mainly responsible for-the conduct of 
industry. There ought to be a most 
candid understanding between the gov. 
ernment and all industrial effort. Due 
to the keenness of competition and 
the urgent desire for success, it 
necessary to “maintain the most con- 
stant watchfulness on the part of the 
government to insure the enforcement 
of the law. But on the part of the 
management, there should likewise be 
the same vigilance to insure the ob- 
servance of the law. We shall never 
reach an ideal condition in our ind 1s: 
trial life until the laws arz voluntarily 
observed by our citizens without the 
constant and wasteful interposition of 
government and court action. You men 
who are responsible for an industry 
ought to make unlawful and improner 
practices in that industry thoroughly 
unfashionable. It may seem expen- 
sive to change improper practices, but 
they will have to be changed in the 
end, and the sooner it is done the less 
expensive it will be. 

Responsibility to Employees. 

“In industry has come thoroughly .o 
recognize its responsibility toward 1s 
employees. The government approves 
of. and shares in that responsibility. 
It regards the welfare of the wage 
earners with the utmost solicitude. It 
has come to be recognized almost uni- 
versally that only upon justice to the 
wage earners of the nation can there 
be reared any lasting prosperity. 
America is unwilling to nourish any 
system under which the rewards of 
human effort are not equitably dis- 
tributed among all those engaged in 
anv industrv. 

“The great agencies of the gcovern- 
ment are constantly at your disposal 
to assist and encourage you in your 
production and defend you in your 
rights. The department of commerce, 

- its various research bureaus, do- 
mestie and foreign agencies, is forever 
diligent in stimulating your predue- 
tion, advising more efficient methods, 
discovering new and enlarged markets,

and coordinating industrial activity.

: . you from un- 
fair trade practices, and admonishing 
and correcting you if you are wrong. 
The department of labor is constantly 
engaged in preventing and adjusting 
disputes between employer and em- 
ployee, to promote justice and avoid 
the great waste of interrupted opera- 
tion and production. But I refrain 
from further specific mention of the 
many activities of the government ‘n 
behalf of the industrial life of the na- 
tion. 

“T confess that I desire to see our 
country prosperous. I am aware there 
can be no prosperity in which the tex- 
tile industry does not have a generous 
share. I do not believe there can he 
any permanent prosperity which docs 
not rest on the everlasting foundation 
of justice. In the effort of the gov- 
ernment to promote justice, no indus- 
try should have anything to fear. In 
the effort of the government to provide 
constructive economy in publie ex- 
penditure. all industry should coneur. 
In the effort of the government to 
-encourage harmony in all our domes- 

tic relations, every industrv should co 

operate. In the effort of the govern- 
ment to secure a firmer faith of the 
people of the earth in each other, 
which will establish an indwelling 
peace in the heart of mankind, ail 
industry should rejoice.”

Governor Clifford Walker Monday 
offered his standing reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the masthed 
gang which, Saturday one week ago. 
seized E. L. Thomas, a_ citizen of 
Hawkinsville, Ga., on the main street 
of that town and, after clubbing him 
into submission, carried him several 
miles into the countgy and there bear 
him with a leather strap. 

Governor Walker several months 
ago offered a reward of $500 for ar- 
rest and conviction. of the leader of 
any group of mob guilty of such 
crimes, and $100 each for the arrest 
and conviction of any other mem- 
bers of the mob. This offer stands 
for the Hawkinsville outrage, he 
stated Monday, and also applies to 
any members of the mobs which pre- 
viously had whipped three other per- 
sons in that community. 

The four whippings in Hawkine- 
ville have occured within the past 
two or three months and the gover- 
nor declared Monday that no mat- 
ter what moral crimes the victims 
might, or might not, have been guilty 
of, the crime of the self-appointed 
regulators of others’ conduct was far 
worse, 

The governor's attention was 
drawn to the Hawkinsville cases 
through an exclusive story published 
in The Sunday Constitution. 


REHABILITATION BEGUN 
IN MIAMITORNADOAREA 


Miami, Fla., April 6—An army of 
workers, armed with wrecking de- 
vices and tools of every pattern, | :s 
invaded the tornado-swept area ex- 
tending from Hialeah north to Arch 
creek, and rehabilitation, which will 
cost more than $1,000,000, is in full 
swing, on the day following the tor- 
nado which killed four persons Sun- 
day and left more than 500 persons 
in such financial straits that the 
Miami order of Elks has offered $10,- 
OOO for immediate relief in the 
stricken district, according to F. S. 
McCready. Miami hotels have ar- 
ranged to care for all persons need- 
ing accommodations in the devastated 


| area, 


More than 30,000 persons, it is 
es'imated, visited the storm area to- 
day. Roads for miles were black 
with slowly moving vehicles. Spe- 
cial. guards were placed about the 
White Belt dairy and about the ruins 
of Westwood inn to prevent possible 
looting. 

Authorities examining the havoc 
todav found the northern environs of 
Miami scarred with half a dozen 
“tornado centers” along the 10-mile 
path of the big wind, between 
Hialeah and the point: south of Holly- 
woo, where it zoomed out across the 
Atlantic. 

The belt of davastation where it 
descended io earth averaged 20 
yards in width, measuring 50 yards 
at its narrowest and approaching a 
quarter mile at its widest.

Washington, April 6.—The full 
facilities of the National Red Cross 
in the handling of the tornado relief 
situation in Miami, Fla., was offered 
today to FE. B. Douglas, chairman of 
the Miami chapter of the organi- 
zation. 

Miss Elizabeth Cooley, field repre- 
sentative of the Red Cross at West 
Palm Beach, has been ordered to pro- 
ceed immediately to Miami. In addi- 
tion, relief experts in the field of the 
disaster have been ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness in the event 
their services. should be needed. 


100 PER CENT FALL 
4NTO TOILS OF LAW

Huntsville, Ala., April 6.—(Spe 
cial.)—The turning point in the en- 
forcement of law in Limestone coun- 
ty is believed to have been reached 
during the term of court just closed 
at Athens, aceording to VY. §S. Root, 
federal prohivition officer, who has 
been attending the court term which 
was conducted by Judge James Ct.
